(near Hast- 
ings, Eng- 
land, on Oc- 
tober 14, 1U«<() 
was ninssed a tra- 
vel stained army, 
led by a yellow- 
hulred Klant. The 
army w ii.s inado up 
ol Saxons — from 
Ui-armed peaaaata 
to the fuil-armed "Hu^Carlaa" of the 
royal bodyguard. The leader waa Har- 
old, Saxon king of England. He bad 
rushed hia troops by long marchea to 
this spot, to check the adraaoa ot a 

Norman Invader. 

In the iilain helow, toward the hill- 
side, inarched the Invading host. Kar 
In advance of their line rodo the Nor- 
man minstrel, Talllefer, gaudily 
dressed, throwing hia sword Into the 
air and catching It; alnglng loudly the 
"Ueatb Cbant of Roland." It waa tbia 
minatrai who atruek the flrat blow tn 
the battle of Haatlnga and who waa 
Urat to fall. 

The Normans flung themaelvea upon 
the Saxiins. only to be sent reeling 
back. Again ami aRain they cliaiKed 
vainly against that Hnlld tiattle line. 
The Saxons hurled them off, shouting: 
"Out! Out:" 

At last the wily Norman leader, 
Duke William, tried craft where force 
had failed. He drew off hia aoldiera in 
seeming retreat. The headatrong Sax- 
ons, diaobaying Harold'a ordera, broke 
their own Une to daah In disorderly 
purault of the fleeing foe. Tbe Nor- 
mana auddenly turned and charged 
through the broken line, gaining the 
hilltop, BcntterliiK ttie Saxens, ^laying 
Harold n'ld - u liuilni; Imj^i^hhI' 

It was a big day with Destiny. It 
waa also a day wherein Might con- 
queaer Right; and where, out ot cruah- 
ing defeat, England made her Urat 
step toward greatneas. 

Norway, Sweden and Denmark were 
peopled by wild, bloodthirsty sea- 
rovers. Tenable to prosjier In their 
own bleak lands, tbeue ".Northmen 
(or "NorFemen") had for centuries 
made raldrt on the rich coastw of Kng- 
land and F'Yunoe. So dreaded were 
these raids that tbe old English 
prayer book contained the petition: 
' I'^rom tbe fury of the Northmen, good 
Lord, deliver ua!" A band ot Norse 
pirates had awooped down on France 
and had settled In a rich district ot 
that country. They called themselves 
".N'onnana" and Utoir prOTlnee "Nor- 
mandy." 

William the Conqueror was tho son 
of Duke Kobert of Noiinandy ("Kol>- 
ert tbe Devil") and a tauner'a daugh- 
ter. He was born In 1027. l<>om early 
boyhood ba led a life of eonatant war- 
fare, peril and treachery. Ia order to 
save bia dukedom and hia life from the 
greed of neighboring potentates ho 
was forced to acts of brutality and 
cilnie .\t length ho was safely ostab- 
It^lied In hlH own realm aud looked 
atxuit hlui for further ooBQaaata. Ula 
eyo fell on Kngland. 

The Kngllsh king, Edward "tbe Con- 
feaaor/' was childless. William per- 
auaded or bribed Edward to bequeath 
to him tbe throne of England. 

Edward died early In 1069. Tbe 
Bngllata decided, rightfully, that no 
king could legally bequeath bis crown 
to anyone. So they elected Harold 
their kiiiK -At once Wllllaiu demand- 
ed the ciovii. Harold refused to givo 
it up. Wllllaiu t<tlrred up an Invasion 
of Kngland by the Norwegians and 
landed a Norman host on the British 
aboraa at about the name time. Har- 
old tbraabad tba Norweglaaa, then 
hurried bla tired army to Haatlnga to 
meet Wllilaui. The Normana were 
victorious; and in London, on Christ- 
mas day, 1066, William waa crowned 
king of England. There he built a 
fortress that later beeaa* the fBOMd 
"Tower of London " 

His con(|iie8t of Kngland was a piece 
of bare highway robbery, wltb no 
shadow of moral rlgbt to Justify It. 
Yet, in the end, it was tbe beat thing 
that could have happened to tbe coun- 
try. For it Infused new blood Into the 
rough SaxoB atraln, modemiaed the 
Isolated, old-fashioned British and 
brought them Into touch with tbe 
world at large aud wltb progress. 

To create a royal bunting jmrk for 
hlinwelf It lie .New Forest) he destroyed 
vlllagex, ( huiches, «'onvent8 and farms 
for a Hpiii e (It thirty miles In tluiui>- 
sblro and ha^l a desolata track stocked 
with game lor his own pleasure. Tbe 
evicted Inhabltanta were turned away 
to Btarve. WUUam'a fathera bad been 
sea rovera. He bad eboaen to become 
a land pirate: mercUeaa, graaping; a 
lawlosa lawmaker. 

The king of Prance made fun or 
William's fatness. William. In rage, 
found excuse to Invade France. There, 
In I0K7. he captured and burned tbe 
town of NanteF. As he was riding 
through the clty'u hot embers his
